ing quality of a car: springs, shock ab 
sorbers, and tires. If your tires are proper- 
ly inflated, your springs unbroken, and 
your shock absorbers in first-class shape, 
your family car should ride approximately 
the same as the day it was purchased 

Ifa spring breaks, or any wheel shows ex- 
cessive wear, look for trouble in the shock 
absorbers. If your car steers poorly or the 
front wheels show signs of shimmy, it may 
he due to the faulty action of defective 
shock absorbers 

In general, shock absorbers deteriorate 
very gradually and unless some unusual 
event Causes the motorist to notice them, 
the deterioration continues. At 30,000 
iniles you can be pretty certain your cat 
could use new shock absorbers, and many 
cars need them at 20,000 miles. If the road 
surfaces on which your car travels are very 
rough the replacement time naturally is 
quicker than if your car is driven on 
smooth-surfaced highways all the time 

Ihe simplest way to check the condition 
of your shock absorbers ts the **bumper- 
jumper test.’’ Stand on the corner of the 
bumper, rock the car up and down, jump 
off. If the car moves up and down more 
than once, chances are you need new units 
Do this on each corner of the car and al- 
ways replace shock absorbers in pairs 
Never replace one front shock absorber or 


one rear one, 


Replacing shock absorbers is a heavy 
job, so let your serviceman do it. Original 
equipment, designed for the particular 
weight and stress in your car, is usually 
desirable. Engineering is very important 
in the design of these units, and the aver- 
age driver probably won't know what he’s 
getting unless he insists upon original 
equipment 

Shock absorbers perform three functions. 
They smooth out the ride by controlling 
the flexion of the springs. They reduce 
body sway when your car negotiates a 
curve, and they keep the tires in even con- 
tact with the road at all times. When you 
consider the heavy job these four units per- 
form, a replacement cost of approximately 
$30 for the popuiar-make cars is not too 
much for better riding, safer steering, and 
less wear and tear on the wheels, springs,

Dheve is no preventive maintenance on 
the telescoping or ‘‘airplane”’ type of shock 
absorber current today. Old-style shock 
absorbers could be filled, but modern units 
can only be replaced. The bolts holding 
each end of the unit to the frame or to the 
spring should always be kept tight, and the 
simple “bumper-jumper test’ previously 
described should be performed twice a 
year.

Most strawberries virus infected 


If you have a strawberry bed, there’s a good chance 
many of the plants are infected by a virus. According 
to tests made at the New York Experiment Station, 
you Can assume that most strawberries carry virus in- 
fections unless they have been specially cultured to 
remove viruses. 

Fortunately, virus-free strawberries are now avail- 
able commercially. In extensive tests, these virus-free 
plants produced four times as many berries as untreat- 
ed plants (all of which were found to be diseased ) 

Even if free of virus, strawberries can be reinfected 
Aphids feeding on diseased wild plants carry the virus 
to cultivated plants. Unless the aphids are strictly con- 
trolled, reinfestation usually takes place the first season. 


Tips from Holland on dahlias 


Dahlias are a short-day plant. They bloom most pro- 
fusely in September and October, when the short days 
favor flower formation 

Now, recent tests in Holland indicate that short 
days also influence growth of tubers. Varieties that 
form tubers poorly can be made to produce larget 
ones, with greater vitality, by shortening the leneth of 
day during August and early September. This is done 
by covering the plants with a black cloth, supported 
by a simple wire frame, to exclude light. Four weeks 
of 11-hour days does the trick 

However, digging should not be delayed. Tubers 
dug in early October averaged heavier than those dug 
in late October. Apparently the plants draw on the 
tubers for nourishment once the weather turns cooler 


and food production is slowed down. 


Chemicals stop lily root rots 


A chemical drench has been found that controls rhi- 
zoctonia root rot in lilies——quickly and dependably. 
[he active ingredient is oxy-quinoline sulfate, used at 
the rate of 1 teaspoonful to 3 gallons of water 

lests made at the Connecticut Agricultural Experi 
ment Station show that infected plants, following 
treatment, were able to grow new roots and continue 
top growth. The solution should be clear, deep yellow 

not green or cloudy, indicating chemical impurities 
which destroy its action 

Lilies are also attacked by fusarium rot, which is 
similar to that caused by rhizoctonia. Fusarium can 
be controlled by watering with a solution of Arasan, 
a standard fungicide. Both chemicals can be applied 


at the same time.

General lighting. Two 120-volt, 
20-ampere circuits will handle all 
stationary light fixtures in the three 
bedrooms and the two bathrooms 


Convenience outlets. The true 
measure of your bedrooms’ elec- 
trical readiness can easily be 
gauged by the number and disposi- 
tion of the convenience outlets. In 
this plan, two small-appliance cir- 
cuits serve outlets for electrical 
equipment such as hair dryers, 
electric blankets, record-players, 
shaver, radio, television, and so on 

An added feature in this plan 
one outlet in each bedroom wired 
to a switch enables you to light the 
rooms with a bedside lamp or other- 
wise control an appliance 

Notice, too, the placement of an 
outlet in the hall next to the bed- 
room for power vacuum cleaner or 
floor polisher. 


Special-purpose circuits. Spe- 
cial equipment in almost every in 
stance demands a special individual 
circuit. A private electrical line to 
your major appliances assures full 
operating efhciency without bor- 
rowing power from other areas of 
the house 

Here, four individual appliance 
circuits adequately handle all de 
mands for power in the bedroom 
wing. Automatic washer operates 
off its own 120-volt, 20-ampere cir- 
cuit. Next to it, the electric drye1 
draws power from a 220-volt line 
Two room air conditioners of *4- 
ton capacity, one for the parents’ 
bedroom and one for the children’s 
playroom-bedroom, are wired to a 
private distribution box located in 
the hallway. This junction breaks 
down a 240-volt, 30-ampere “‘feed- 
er’ circuit into two 120-volt lines, 
more than adequate for room cool- 
ers rated °4-ton or less. For larger

Quick heat for both bathrooms 
comes from electric heating el 
ments recessed in the ceiling.

Wiring modernisation — 
where do you begin? 


Mostly, it depends on the age of 
your house, the age of your present 
system. An adequate number of 
circuits—-certainly more than you 
are probably using now— coupled 
with a new or second servme er 
trance could be the answer. The 
service entrance, the wires that 
carry electricity from power lines 
into your house, must be large 
enough to fully supply any new 
circuits you add. The extent of use 
of electricity in your house is 'imit 
ed by the capacity of the entrance 

loday, if you're taking advan 
tage of the latest in electrical con 
veniences (or, if you plan appliance 
expansion), nothing less than a 
100-ampere service entrance can 
be considered adequate. It’s an 
easy matter for your local utility 
company to determine the size of 
yout present system Many powe 


companies will assist you in plan 
ning a wiring modernization and 
can recommend a list of reliable 
wiring contractors to estimate and 
bid the job 

If you're planning a new home 
be sure to specify 100-ampere ser 
ice; you can consult your utility 
company for help in developing an 
electrical plan. Their advice will 
take into consideration present and 
future needs, will start you on your 
way toward a wiring system fully 
in step with the times

‘at be dangerous’

‘crash diet” controversy: 


what long-term effects does it have on your health? Here’s the disturbing evidence

| empted to go on a diet one more time? Knock 
off some excess weight —at least for a while? 
Then do it again another time? It could ruin 
your health, even shorten your life. And it’s not 
just a matter of this or that particular fad diet. 
On-off dieting, the evidence is mounting, may 
cause serious illness. In the last few years, 
especially the past 18 months, while much 
attention has been riveted on the national 
overweight problem and how to solve it, research 
also has been directed at fitful reducing — at the 
fat-to-lean-to-fat-again cycles in which so many 
Americans hopefully indulge. The findings are 


unpleasantly startling.

Get-thin-quick dieting can set off recurrences of 
rheumatic fever and asthma. It can precipitate 
attacks of coronary insufficiency, gout, flare-ups 
of thyroid disease. It can lead to severe mental 
depression, even addiction to alcohol. All this 
was spotlighted in a report in the Journal of the 
American Dietetic Association by Dr. Robert E. 
Olson of the University of Pittsburgh’s Graduate 
School of Public Health. ““We have all seen 
such) adverse effects,”’ he warned. Soon 
followed another disturbing note. Quick dieting 


can produce weakness, dizziness, increased 


tendency to anginal pectoris attacks (chest pain), 
and may reactivate latent tuberculosis. The 
caution was underscored by Drs. M. G. Wohl 
and R. 8S. Goodhard in Modern Nutrition in 
Health and Disease in 1955. 


Heart and blood pressure, too 


Still more recently, Creighton University Medical 
School investigators deliberately subjected 

dogs to the common human regimen 

overeating and weight gain, followed by strict 
reducing, followed by overeating again. The 
dogs developed high blood pressure. It remained 
high 22 months after they were put on normal 
kennel diet. Concluded the Creighton doctors: 
In humans as in dogs, on-off dieting could well 
have something to do with the high incidence 
of hypertension and of heart attacks. A number 
of unfortunate incidents reported from New 
York College’s Nutrition Clinic added substance 
to the Creighton research. Overweight and 
hypertensive people had dieted, lost weight, 
reduced their blood pressure. Then they 
stopped dieting and turned up with blood 
pressure higher than they’d had originally. 
There were near-fatalities, too. One man who 
lost 21 pounds, regained them all in 6 months, 


lost 18 pounds again in 12 weeks —and was 
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hospitalized in the 13th week with a heart attack. 
Rapid weight loss and gain can be strenuous for 
virtually every body system, putting stress on 
gland functioning, disturbing blood-cell formation, 
deranging body metabolism, altering many 

phases of body chemistry. Especially may the 
“wear and tear’’ of repeated loss and gain, 
reports Dr. Julius Pomeranze of the New York 
Medical College Nutrition Clinic, “‘result in 
failure of a predisposed (already weakened) organ.” 
A number of cases observed at the clinic point to 
the likelihood that diabetes can be induced by 
on-off dieting. One example: an otherwise healthy 
but overweight woman, after being given a diet, 
didn’t return until 16 months later — after 
abusing the diet and three times losing and 
regaining more than 25 pounds. Now she has 
diabetes, severe and difficult to manage. 

At the clinic, two other eye-opening studies 

have been made. High among causes of death in 
obesity is cirrhosis of the liver. But obese patients 
were divided into two groups: (1) the “‘static’”’ 
obese, constantly overweight for 5 years or more, 
and (2) the ““dynamic’”’ obese who’d had frequent 
recent weight losses and gains. Only 12% percent 
of the consistently overweight had abnormal liver 
function, but more than half of the off-again-on- 


again group showed liver damage. 


Phe real life shortener ?

In the second study, a group of old people, all 
obese at ripe ages of 70 to 86, were questioned 

on lifetime weight habits. All had been obese since 
early adulthood; all denied recurrent dieting. 

To them, being overweight meant good health. The 
study raises the question: May the real life 
shortener in many cases be not so much obesity 
itself as quick on-off reducing? Even if it carried 
no risk, haphazard dieting wouldn’t make sense. 
For most of us, the only reward for periodic bouts 
of get-thin-quick torture is a temporary loss 
chiefly of water and a bounce right back up 
again. But now what every competent authority 
has always said — that the only effective dieting 
is long-pull dieting — deserves even more respect 


as the only safe way. 
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Let's make sense

How to survive 






Know the right point to stop fun before it ceases to be fun 


He describes the case, common 
to many a home, of the teen-age 
who comes in late for dinner. She’s 
just late enough so that everyone's 
soup is cold, not late enough to 
have caused any alarm concerning 
her whereabouts 

You're late for dinner,” het 
father storms. ‘““Where were you? 

You have on too much lipstick, 
its an inch thick,” her mother 
comments And didn’t I warn 
you two weeks ago to come tn after 
school and get youl homework 
done? 

Now the girl has her parents 
sidetracked All the other girls 
wear lipstick like this. And I got 
my homework done in study hall 
She acts the abused child, the piti- 
ful child whose parents don’t un- 
derstand het 

Fighting the real battle was 
needed here She should have 
been jumped on for making people 
wait. She should learn that injury 
to others is wrong,”’ Dr. Redl says 

gut because her parents side 
tracked themselves, because they 
fought windmills, she can act 
abused. If they had stayed on the 
point, she would have felt sorry 
for having delayed the family’s 
dinner 

Parents don’t need to know all 
the causes of behavior in order to 
act wisely, Dr. Redl assures you 
You must, however, make a habit 
of looking below the surface for the 
real problem 

When children are impudent, 
the familiar adult response is 

You can’t talk that way to me.”’ 

Dr. Redl says When a child is 
fresh to me, I sometimes keep my 
mouth shut tight. That way I can 
concentrate on what's behind his 
behavior 

Seemingly identical impudence 
may have strikingly different mean- 
ings. In the schoolroom, for exam- 
ple, the youngster who dislikes his 
teacher may be rude. Quite con- 
trarily, a child may be rude to his 
teacher because of hurt affection 

When he can’t have the teach- 
er’s attention because she’s listen- 
ing to other pupils, his jealous af- 


fection may show in a hurt rejec- 
tion of her. If the adult he admires 
doesn’t concentrate interest on him 





exclusively, he may reason foolishly 
that he isn’t loved. So he misbe- 
haves to cover his hurt. He may be 
rude to get attention 

The outward behavior is the 
same as that of the child who really 
dislikes the teacher, but it requires 
diflerent handling 

Often the insulted adult is being 
used merely to impress other chil 
dren. “Your youngster shows them 
what he can get away with. He’s 
using the grownup as a group psy- 
Dr. Red] explains 
This is usually a school trick but it

In living with adolescents, you 
can’t aflord to judge on surface be 
havior Dr. Red! advises. “Sniff 
below the surface. Find the mean 
ing of the unwelcome behavior and 
then deal with it accordingly. And 
don’t always act when you're both 
excited. Take time to think.” 


Don’t squash all rebellion. 
If you quell intelligent protest 
you'll have a problem adult. “You 
want your youngster to have 
enough strength of mind so he can 
SAY No Ds Red!l comments 
It’s popular to talk about the 


“rebellious, delinquent  adoles- 
cent This isn’t a true picture, as 
Dr Redl observes it We see 


youngsters who can’t say No’ to 
anything their gang may suggest 
They'll break windows, which they 
know is wrong, because they can’t 
rebel bravely in their gang. Their 
trouble is conforming too easily 
too readily, too fearfully to group 
suggestion. [his is the exact oppo- 
site of rebellion.’ 

He believes parents can help 
teen-agers avoid group trouble by 
giving them support when they re- 
bel intelligently at home. “‘Yout 
boy or girl needs to acquire practice 
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i normal youngster 


in rebelling intelligently——on you 
When he makes a point, when he 
sticks to a conviction, when he in 
sists on doing what he believes is 
important, he’s keeping his integ- 
rity. He’s not crawling under the 
table, afraid to live.” 

The youngster whose parents sit 
too hard on him grows into a spine- 
less adult who follows wrong as 
easily as right. Or, he becomes a 
hysteric who flies to extremes.

Protect your trees 


from cankerworms 





Wrap a 2-inch-wide band of cotton 
snugly around the trunk about 4 
feet above the ground. This fills 
bark crevices so that wingless fe- 
male moths climbing up to lay eggs 
ean t creep through underneath, 

Draw a 5-inch band of tarred pa- 
per firmly over cotton, Tack. 

If not controlled, moths lay eggs, 
and the cankerworms that hatch 
may strip a tree of its leaves, Ke- 
peated damage makes a tree more 


susceptible to drouth and disease 





You may apply the sticky material 


direetly to the trunk, rather than on 
a band of tarred paper 

However, this can be objection- 
able because a dark-streaked band 
may persist on trunk for years, and 
trees with thin bark may be injured. 

First scrape outer bark away, be- 
ing careful not to damage live bark 
underneath. Apply continuous band 
of sticky material to smooth surface 
of scraped bark. It will catch other 


insects as well as cankerworm moths. 
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When cankerworms get busy, they 
can cut a tree to ribbons and destroy 
the pieces. Elm and apple seem to be 
their favorites, but they don’t hesi 
tate to fill up on ash, linden, oak, 
and other common shade trees 

Control them by spraying tree 
foliage with DIDT or lead arsenate 
when the leaves are unfolding. Hire 
it done for trees which your own 
apray equipment will not reach. 

If spraying later won't be prae- 
tical, use the inexpensive banding 


method of control, shown below,

Follow with a side-dressing of 
plant food to aid the plant’s steady growth In the Upper 
South, this is a good time to plant those bulbs which have 
been in cold storage. 

General chores: Think about adding a power tool or two 
to your garden equipment this year. If you feel mowing or
